Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed 112, first paragraph rejection of claims 25, 28, 32, 45, 50 
and 58 that was not overcome by the amendment of 7/27/07. Based on description in the specification, the examiner 
made the following suggestions. Claims 25, 28 and 58 should require forming the first layer by forming a mold from a 
substrate material using a photoresist processing technique as in claim 1 and require the substrate material to be a 
semiconductor substrate material. Claim 32 should similarly require the photoresist processing technique of claim 1 
and require the photoresist to be a light sensitive material and forming a pattern in the photoresist by exposing the 
resist to short-wavelength light through a semi-transparent mask. In (iii) of claim 25, "about 200 microns in width and 
about 200 microns in depth" should be replaced with — 30-200 microns in width — . In claim 38, "about 200 microns in 
diameter" should be replaced with — 30-200 microns in width — . In claim 45, "have a height and width that are about 
200 microns" should be replaced with — are 30-200 microns in width — . Claim 50 should be canceled.
